• Staff recommending removal of 15 minute parking on Bertuccio Avenue 

which was initially adopted by City Council to serve a day care center that 

is no longer in business and is now a single family home. 

iii. New Derby/Lafayette Parking Ordinance Changes – Staff will present a 

proposal to convert an existing accessible space at 14 New Derby Street into 

a 15-minute parking space.   As part of the recommendation the accessible 

space would be relocated to the northwest corner of Lafayette & New Derby, 

adjacent to the Salem Fire Station. In addition, the proposal recommends the 

placement of a metered space at the southwest corner of Lafayette & New 

Derby. 

b. Neighborhood Traffic Calming Request Procedure – Commission has 

requested a review of the traffic calming program and how the prioritization tool is 

utilized to identify roadways where traffic calming measures should be applied.
